their talk, he'oft reflected upon witha holy in- 
_ dighation, It vexthim to the ſoul, to ſee what 
prizes ſometimes, were-put into the hands of 
Chriſtians and how little skilland will they had 
to improve them, for the building up one ano- 
ther in the moſt holy faith : and that they who 
ſhoulda be incouragingof one another in the way 
, to Zion, communicating of experiences, and 
talking of their Country, and of the glory of 
that Kingdom which the'Saints' are heirs of, 
could ſatisfie- themſelves with empty. com- 
mon vain ſtuff; as if Chriſt, Heaven and Eter- 
nity were not things of as great worth as any 
thing elſe, that uſually ſounds in the cars and 
comes from the 'lips of profeſſors. That the 
folly of common diſcourſe' among Chriſtians 
mightappear more, and that he might diſcover -

& he did what he could to heal all the breaches 
thathbe could ,by his tender prudent and Chrifti- 
an advice and counſel ; and if prayers, tears 6 
intreaties & counſels would preyail & cement 
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differences, they ſhould not long be open.” Nay 
if his tetters would fignific any thing to make an 
amicable and Chriſtian correfpongencie., it 
thould not be wanting. And becaufe,the wounds 
of divihion are yet bleeding, I ſhall inſert two 
healing Letters of his, which ſpeak what ſpirit 
he was of : Which take as follows.

T”' OR the latter part of his Life; he lived 

' like a man that was quite weary of the 
world, and'that looked upon tumſelfas a ſtran- 
ger here, and that lived in the conſtant ſight of 
a better world, He plainly declared bimſelf 
but a Pilgrim that looked for a better Country, 
a City that had foundations, whoſe builder and 
maker was God, His habit, his language, his 
deportment, all ſpoke him one of another 
world. His meditations were ſo intenſe; long 
and frequent, that they ripened him apace for 
Heaven ; but, ſomewhat weakned his body. 
Few Chriſtians attain to ſuch a' holy contempt 
of the world, and to ſuch clear betieving, jay= 
ful, conſtant apprehenſions of the tranfoendent 
Stories of the unſeen world; oo 2 
"He made it his whole buſineſs to keep up ſen- 
ſible communion with God; ahd to grow into 


 ahumble familiarity with God, and to main- 
tain it; Ahdif by reaſon of conipany or any ne-: 


cefſary diverſions; this was in any. meaſure in- 
terrupted ; he. would'conplain, like one out of

God, He was never ſo well ſatisfied,as when 
he was more immediately ingaged in what

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brought him nearer to God'; and by this he 
injoyed ghidſe comforts frequently, which other 
Chraftians rarely meet with. His graces and 
experiences, toward hisend grew 1o aſtoniſh- 
ment, His faith got up to a full aſſyrance ; his 
deſires into a kinde'of injoyment and delight.

Table, his ſpicknard did 
ſend: forth its pleaſant ſmell ; he had frequent 
viſions of Glory, and this Fobx lay jn.the bo- 
fom of his. Maſter, and was ſure'a very beloved 
Diſcple, and highly favoured. - His Lord oft 
ealled him up to the Moun; to him, and let 
bir ſee his excellent Glory, O the.ſweet fore- 
taſts that he had of thoſe pleaſures. that are at 
therighthand of God. How oft was he feaſt- 


ed with the feaſt of fat things, thoſe wines on 


the lees well refined; and ſometimes he was like 
a Giant refreſht with new-wine; i rejoycing to 
run the race that was ſet before him, whether of 


doing or of ſuffering,” He was even ſick of love, 


. atndhe;could ſay-to the poor. vnexperienced 
'* . World, Otaſt and ſee! and to Chriſtians come 
| and 1 will tell you what God hath” done \for 
y-Soul. O what do Chriſtians.mean that they 
no more labour to get their ſences ſpiritually 
exerciſed ? Q, why do they not make Religion 
the very-buſineſs of their lives ? O, why is the 
*; TEEN FM .goul, 
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Soul, Chriſt and Glory thus diſpiſe#? Is there 

nothing in communion with God ? Are all thoſe 
comforts of Chriſtians , that follow hard after 
him, worth nothing ? Is it not worth the while 
to make ones calling and EleGion ſure! O,why 
do men and women jeſt, and dally in the great 
matters of Eternity ? Little do people think, 
what they ligtit, when they are ſeldom and 
formal in ſecret dut cs, and when they neglet 
that great duty of earration, which I have 
through rich mercy, found ſo ſweet and refreſh- 
ivg - O, what do Chriſtians mean, that they 
*keep at ſuch adiitance from'Chriſt ? Did they 
but know the thouſandth part of that ſweetneſs 
that isin him, they could not chooſe but follow 
him hard ; they would run and not be weary , 
and walk and not ke faint. 

He could ſenſibly and experimentally com- 
mend the ways of God to the poor unexperien- 
ced world, and ſay, Hs ways are pleaſantneſs ; 
and juſtifie wiſdom and ſay,ber paths were peace. 
He coula take off thoſe aſperiions which the 
Devil, and the atheiſtical frantick ſots, do calt 
upon Godlineſs in the power of it. Here is one 
that couldchallenge all the Atheiſts in the world 
to diſpute ; here is one eould bring ſenſible de- 
monſtrations to prove a deity, & the reality and 
excellency.of inviſibles ; which theſe ignorant 
fools and mad men, make the ſubject of their 
ſcorn:::Here is. one that would not change. de:
